A New Series on Mobile Home and Travel-Trailer Shipments 


This issue of Construction Review introduces a 
new monthly statistical series, based on data from 
the Mobile Homes Manufacturers’ Association 
(MHMA), which will appear regularly in Part B-- 
Housing Section. The series presents data on the 
shipments of mobile homes and travel-trailers, 
which are not treated in the new Census housing 
starts series. The growing importance of these, 
however, both as a part of the available housing 
supply and as an important competitive influence 
on the conventional house construction industry, 
warrants their inclusion among the basic statistics 
on housing. In 1958 more than 3 million persons 
were living in more than 1 million mobile homes. 
According to the 1958 Census of Manufactures, 
the value of shipments of mobile homes was almost 
$420 million, about double that in 1954. 

A mobile home, or housing-type trailer, is a 
vehicular portable structure built on a chassis 
and designed to be used without a permanent 
foundation as a year-round dwelling when con- 
nected to utilities. It is the most important 
product of the mobile home industry, which also 
manufactures travel trailers; commercial, dis- 
play, utility, and camp trailers; and boat trailers. 
Mobile homes, which are moved infrequently, range 
in size from 29-60 feet long and 8-10 feet wide.

The data, presented below and shown in Part} 
on mobile homes and travel trailers do not inclug 
units designed for commercial uses, pick up cabs, 
folding campers, or amphibious units. The Censy 
classification of trailer coaches, housing type (in. 
cluded in industry code 3716) and the categon 
of mobile homes and travel trailers as used by th 
MHMA are identical. In the 1958 Census of Man. 
factures trailer coaches (housing types) shipments, 
including interplant transfers, were recorded a 
134,846; the MHMA report on shipments of mobile 
homes and travel trailers for the same year shows 
133,800. 

Though the annual shipment data of MHMA ar 
based on virtually complete coverage of the indus- 
try, the current monthly estimates are based m 
reports from manufacturers (mostly MHMA men- 
bers) who account for about two-thirds of total 
industry production. Monthly data on mobile homes 
and travel trailers are shown separately beginning 
with 1959. Similar data are not available for prior 
years.

Portland Cement Shipments: The Outlook for 1961 


U. S. domestic cement shipments in 1961, not 
including Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico, are 
expected to break 1960’s alltime record of 306 
million barrels by 5 percent and amount to about 
323 million barrels. This estimate is based on 
the correlation of cement shipments with con- 
struction activity from 1947-59 and the anticipated 
$57.3 billion total of new construction to be put in 
place in 1961.1 

The correlation equation upon which the 1961 
outlook for cement shipments is based, originally 
formulated in 1954, has been revised to include 
new highway construction as a separate demand 
factor along with the 3 factors previously used: 
New residential construction, new nonresidential 
construction, and all other new construction. 2 

The relationships of the revised formula are 
expressed by the following general form of the 
estimating equation and variables:

In making calculations, construction activity in 
constant prices (1947-49 = 100) was used as a 
measure of physical volume because the esti- 
mates of cement shipments are expressed in 
physical quantities. The estimating equation is 
derived by the “least square” method, using the 
Doolittle method for the solution of the normal 
equations. 

The standard error of estimate after adjust- 
ment for 5 degrees of freedom is + 9.65 million 
barrels. The maximum variation for the period 
through 1960 was 5.6 percent in 1957, and the 
average variation was 1.9. Thus, estimates based 
on this technique appear to have a high degree of 
accuracy. Table 1 shows the actual and calculated 
estimates of shipments from 1947 through 1960 
and the estimate for 1961.
